Dear Mr. Hoppock: 

This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) dated October 5, 2019 in which you seek records 
related to interpreter expenses for EOIR. 

The Executive Office for Immigration Review has received your request for expedited 
treatment of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request. The FOIA regulation states that 
expedited treatment is granted if there is an exceptional need such as jeopardy to life or personal 
safety, a threatened loss of substantial due process rights, or an urgency to inform the public 
concerning actual or alleged Federal Government activities, if made by a person who is primarily 
engaged in disseminating information. 28 C.F.R. § 16.5(e). 

Upon review of your FOIA request, it has been determined that you did not meet the 
threshold. Therefore, your request for expedited treatment has been denied.

Washington, DC 20530-0001, or you may submit an 
appeal through OIP’s FOIAonline portal by creating an account on the following web site 
https://www.foiaonline.gov/foiaonline/action/public/home . Your appeal must be postmarked or 
electronically transmitted within 90 days of the date of my response to your request. If you submit 
your appeal by mail, both the letter and the envelope should be clearly marked “Freedom of 
Information Act Appeal.”
